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Well, What Do You Know ? 


Only a month or so ago, we seem 
to remember, that the covers of the 
various Journals of Philately were 
simply bulging with the righteous 
and indignant criticism of the Col- 
lector. —And why not? We took 
the POD out of the red, didn’t we? 
Yesh, we can remember ’way back 
in the early days of stamp collect- 
ing when they left Mother’s feet 
out, cramped the style of the St. 
Mary’s, issued ungummed_  imperf 
souvenirs, et cetera, and what not! 
We sure got a real Kick out of 
Kicking, remember? Each of us tried 
to complain the more. Not a single 
issue got by without the closest scru- 
tiny. 

But by that time General Jim had 
firmly established himself as GPM— 
and was concerned. So he calls a 
grand mass meeting in DC and makes 
a speech. Says he—‘“‘There are 10 
million stamp collectors in this coun- 
try. I know, for I’ve recd over 9 
million complaints about Mother’s 
feet. Now 10 million is some vote 
and we’ve got to corral it. But stamp 
collectors are not politicians, so let’s 
give ’em stamps. Now, everybody 
write down their suggestion for a 
new stamp and we'll issue all of 
them”. The General was not entirely 
satisfied as the total for the year 
didn’t quite reach sixty,—and this 
included Santa Claus, just as a last 
gasp. 

No one was just quite certain 
whether or not the Collector would 
take kindly to the Dollar Duck, so 
just to make sure, they threw in 
a few twisted transfers and omitted 
“F” (say, what is an “F” anyhow?) 
from the Wise, shoved a cloud up 
over E] Capitan, and stuck an extra 
transfer over GC. That ought to 
hold ’em till football season at least, 
then we'll let the Army and Navy 
have ’em. But, just in case, stand 
by with the Presidentials and start 
shoving them at the first squaawk. We 
can’t stand for criticism of our art 
department, any more. 





Well, “orders is orders”, and can 
we take it? But seriously, fellow col- 
lector, do you not really think that 
the deluge of philatelic specimens 
(stamps) issued to us during the past 
sixteen months are something to be 
proud of? Think how, when your 
beard approaches the proportions of 
Hayes or Harrison, you can say to 
the annual convention of your local 
Philatelic Association—“I remember 
when—”. Honestly now, is not the 
Wisconsin a wonder? Do you believe, 
as I do, that the Parks series will 
receive international recognition for 
their beauty? Further, with no re- 
ports available, let us predict that 
the Presidentials, when and if, will 
replace the “Series of 1902” as the 
popular issue of regulars. 


Again,—since March, 1933, we can 
count the issued and more or less 
definitely anticipated issues, as three 
Air Mail with a face of 72c; and nine 
special issues of twenty-three stamps 
having a face of 92c. A total of $1.64 
or 10c per month. Reasoning that a 
single specimen of each available is- 
sue constitutes a complete collection, 
contrast this with the Columbians 
with a face value of $16.34. Or com- 
pare the Parks at 55¢ with the Omaha 
at $3.80. We may be having a large 
number of new issues to absorb, but 
surely, the POD is making it as easy 
to bear as possible. One more,—let 
us say that the CP imperfs at a dol- 
lar may have been a “hang-over” 
from White Plains, whereas the 18c 
Blue-Byrds were “our own idea” for 
the “Forgotten Stamp Collector.” 

Truly, we are Collectors of Stamps, 
Therefore, DC will humor us, but in 
such a way that we may be able, 
financially, to bear the burden of keep- 
ing abreast. Developments and re- 
leases since our philatelically con- 
trolled government in Washington be- 

came acclimated, seem to_ indicate 
that the second Zepp Junket and the 
large CP souvenirs may have been 
mistakes or were spontaneous issues 
of established precedent. FDR said

that he did not expect to be able to 
“bat 1000 pct.”,—who can? We do 
have to give DC credit for building 
up the volume and appearance of our 
albums, at a minimum of cost. Let’s 
quit our kicking about water over 
the dam and boost awhile. How about 
a new kind of a cachet?—A surprise 
letter of appreciation to the GPM ex- 
pressing your appreciation of the re- 
cent issues,—or don’t you like ’em? 
At least, its a good way to get rid 
of a straight-edge. But, if you do, 
be sure and mention the new size, he 
would be interested to know if you 
appreciate the extra half-cent per 
hundred that these cost the Bureau. 

Well, so long; ’be seeing you at 
the stamp window—.

Fraud Order Lifted 


The following letter from Washing- 
ton will be of interest to some of our 
readers who have inquired regarding 
this matter. We might suggest that 
those holding approvals from Eugen 
Sekula should hold them until such 
time as the order is lifted or that they 
might arrange by addressing Bela 
Sekula, to have him receive returned 
approvals and remittances for Eugen 
Sekula. 

Following is the letter from Wash- 
ington: 

“Mr. George W. Linn, 
Columbus, Ohio. 
My dear Sir: 

In reply to your letter of the 22nd 
instant, addressed to the Third Assist- 
ant Postmaster General, in reference 
to the fraud order issued on July 19, 
1934, against Eugen Sekula, Inc.; 
Eugen Sekula; and Bela Sekula, at 
Lucerne, Switzerland, I regret to ad- 
vise that in view of the provisions of 
this fraud order this Department is 
unable to inform you how readers of 
your publication can communicate 
through the mails with Eugen Sekula 
with a view to returning to that party 
lots of stamps sent them for approval. 

I may state that on proper showing 
made by Bela Sekula, so much of the 
fraud order as covered that name was 
revoked on August 21, 1934. 

The provisions of the fraud order 


do not prohibit mail addressed by 


Eugen Sekula to persons in the Unit- 
ed States from reaching such address- 
es. They prevent mail from reaching 
Sekula addressed to him by persons in 
this country and forbid the certifica- 
tion of any money order drawn in fav- 
or of the names appearing in the 
fraud order.

One of the high lights of the S. P. 
A. convention in Philadelphia was the 
passage unanimously of a resolution 
introduced by Mr. Frederick R. Rice, 
President of the Collectors Club of 
Washington, Branch 5 S. P. A. This 
resolution was originally introduced 
in the Collectors Club of Washington 
where it also passed unanimously. 
The propaganda apparently was 
started by a group interested com- 
mercially in limiting first day sales 
of new commemoratives to Washing- 
ton, and if that failed to at least get 
Washington included on every new is- 
sue as a first day city. Copy of the 
resolution as passed by both the Col- 
lectors club and by the National So- 
ciety follows: 

“In taking cognizance of the pro- 
paganda now being published in an 
effort to influence the Postoffice to is- 
sue new stamps SOLELY in Washing- 
ton, D. C., or to make Washington one 
of the first-day cities on every issue, 
the S. P. A. desires to place itself on 
record as opposed to any changes 
which would divert attention from the 
section or sections of the country 
which the particular commemorative 
stamp honors.” 

Unless Collectors and_ Societies 
voice their views so the P. O. knows 
the real opinion of all the country 
Washington interests will dictate fu- 
ture policies.

Want More Stamps 





The Brooklyn Stamp Club at its 
meeting of August 20th, passed a res- 
olution calling for a minimum issue of 
100 million stamps of any of the com- 
memorative issues, with apportioned 
smaller quantities of the values above 
3c. The resolution also requested that 
the stamps should be issued to all 
postoffices in order that all collectors 
might obtain copies at face value. 


Russian Stamps 





Here is what the German Stamp- 
Dealers’ Magazine “Der Briefmarken- 
haendler” has to say in their Issues 
of November, December ’33 and Jan- 
uary 1934, about the value of cur- 
rency from Soviet Russia. 

The Russian rouble is not money 
with official international value, but 
merely a medium for internal use. 
While it is intended only as a medium 
of exchange within Russia, it has no 
value whatsoever in foreign countries, 
and even internally fluctuates a great 
deal. The export and import of rou- 
bles is strictly prohibited, therefor is 
not on the same footing as other cur- 
rencies. One can buy roubles not only 
for 15 to 20pfg. (6 cents U. S.), but 
occasionally for 5pfg. (2 cents U. S.). 
The rouble abroad has only such value 
as the buyer is willing to pay. Of 
course some money passes _ illegiti- 
mately (bootlegging) for the purpose 
to buy new issues of postage stamps 
but the Russian Postal Administra- 
tion has seen to that, by placing a 
very small amount of new issues on 
sale at Leningrad and Moscow, but 
any amount may be purchased from 
the philatelic bureau, however at sev- 
eral times above face value. The 
Stratosphere set costs 5 roubles, 
Gorki set 15 roubles, ete. etc. The 
Post Office sells only the regular is- 
sues, none of the commems and new 
issues. To give the latter an official 
standing they are only sold at the 
smaller provincial post offices, but 
never in complete sets. In a few in- 
stances couriers of the diplomatic 
service receive postage stamps to be 
sold abroad in order to cover their 
travel expenses. The exportation of 
stamps by individuals is strictly pro- 
hibited, consequently they fetch good 
prices from specialists. Foreign vis- 
itors to Russia must pay the official 
price of 50 cents per rouble, but same 
can be purchased unofficially for less 
than 1-10th this figure from persons 








(bootleggers) who are anxious to ob- 
tain stabilized foreign currencies. The 
stamp situation in Russia is truly a 
puzzle.

Our request for accurate informa- 
tion on lithography in the August 
18th issue has produced quite an 
array of details. Our thanks to 
Messrs. Dean, Hahn, Kennedy, Frees- 
ton and others for their kind assist- 
ance. With the information now at 
hand, we feel that a short summary 
of the various methods used to pro- 
duce stamps, is in order. 

Lithographed 

In lithography, the design produced 
is neither raised nor impressed, but is 
perfectly flat. The following process 
is followed to produce the stamp: A 
perfectly flat and smooth stone is pro- 
cured. On this the design is drawn 
with a lithographing pencil, which is 
of greasy chemical composition. The 
stone is then wet with water, then 
inked. The ink does not stick to the 
parts wet with water, but does to the 
lines drawn on the stone. A piece of 
paper is then laid over the stone and 
a roller presses the paper down firmly 
on the stone, thus transferring the 
design to the paper. 

Offset Lithographed 

In this the same process is fol- 
lowed, with the exception that the 
last step is doubled. That is, the de- 
sign is transferred to a roller which 
picks up the design and this, in turn, 
is pressed against the paper to pro- 
duce the finished product. The fin- 
ished product is usually slightly 
“fuzzy,” or you might say, out of 
focus. 

Typographed 

In typography, regular type or a 
line cut (zine etching) is used to print 
the design. In this system the part 
which appears as the finished design 
is raised above the level of the plate 
and the ink is applied only to the 
raised portions. The finished product 
is flat but clean cut. 

Engraved 

In engraving, the design is cut into 
the plate. The ink applied is wiped 
off the surface and left only in the 
cuts. When the paper is pressed on 
the plate, it draws the ink out of the 
cuts, thus producing the finished prod- 
uct, which is slightly raised above the 
surface of the paper.

Geant Trujillo 
Bridge 


In “The World in Review” column 
in this issue will be noted the state- 
ment that three values of postage 
stamps are to be issued by the Domin- 
ican Republic, showing the “General- 
isimo Trujillo Bridge.” This bridge is 
located about 91 kilometers north of 
Santo Domingo City on the “Duarte” 
Road, the main highway to Santiago 
de los Caballeros, and crosses the 
Yuna River, which ‘lies between Sanao 
and the city of La Vega. 

The bridge is made up of three 
steel spans, each 150 feet long, with 
a total length of 450 feet, and is sup- 
ported by two abutments and two con- 
crete pillars of the gravity type, ris- 
ing to a height of 15 feet above the 
river level. The inauguration date 
was August 14, 1933.

Some wielders of the new metal 
handstamps have become very profi- 
cient with them. So much so that 
they can make a metal handstamp 
product look like an electro. Rock- 
ford, Ill., and Westwood, N. J., are 
two good examples in U-120. New 
Britain, Conn., in U-121 is another. 
In the case of the U-120, for the be- 
ginner it’s hard to distinguish be- 
tween it and U-12. One test, though, 
can be applied, a key to the detection 
of all three the metal handstamps, 
and that is the fact that the town 
name and state name are much closer 
together, vertically speaking, than in 
most any other type of precancel. 

Some time back I listed a Mother’s 
Day, and then later a Wisconsin from 
Gloucester City, N. J. I have been 
informed that these are not authentic. 
If you have any of these you now 
know their status. 

In remounting my collection, I note 
from time to time things that are a 
little out of the ordinary. These I 
intend to note for the benefit of my 
readers. In Bay City, Mich., I note 
a very large list of items under Type 
7, but very few stamps. None of the 
items listed are rare or catalog out of 
the ordinary, but still, in fourteen 
years of collecting, I have only been 
able to get three. Just didn’t come 
my way, I guess. From Benton Har- 
bor in U-5. I note that in the 1914 
issue perf. 10 a 1c in blue ink is 
listed inverted, but none listed invert. 
in black ink. I have a copy, though, 
in black inverted. Whether this is an 
error or not in listing, I do not know. 
Ialso have a 18c perf. 11 and 50c up. 
comp. perf. 1922 issue in U-5. In 
Belleville, Ill., I note a type listed as 
U-85. The only one I have in this 
type shows that while Belleville is in 
the style of U-85, Ill. is plain with- 
out serifs like U-86. Who has a num- 
ber of these to check up and see if 
this is constant or not? 

Paul J. Young of Norristown has 
been able to complete a set of Bi- 
Cents from the home town in U-80 
type. No. U-80 was listed in the Bi- 
Cent catalog from here. Also in U-80 
I noted a MARYLAND, OGLE-
